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Newcomers escape 

The Idaho Senate rejects a plan to 
make newcomers help pay costs associ- 
ated with the state’s growth.-

WASHINGTON - Since Sen. Larry 
Craig's days as a congressman in the 
iq80s. the Idaho Republican has dreamed 
Congress would approve a constitutional 
amendment to balance the budget. 

Now the dream is one or two votes shy 
of clearing its last major hurdle on the bill. 
The Senate votes today on the amendment, 
which requires a two-thirds majority, or 67 
votes for approval, but no one is predicting 
the outcome. 

Craig has spent the majority of his lime 
this Congress helping drum up support for 
the measure, which seeks to balance the 
federal budget by 2002. In rcccnf weeks he 
bus gone door-to-door in the Senate ofltcc 
buildings lobbying for the measure. He has 
made phone calls and promised to travel 
the country to secure support from 38 state 
legislatures. 

’’The message to Congress is .simple: 
Debt is a threat,” Craig said a press confer- 
ence Monday in front of the Capitol. 

Several senators and special-interest 
groups joined Craig on the last lobbying 
day before the vote. Sen. Paul Simon. D- 


111., the. lead Demo- 
crat on the balanced ' 
budget amcndqtcnt 
bandw4gon,-said at 
the press confer- 
ence. “We should 
not pass that burden 
onto our children, 
grand children and 
generations to 
come.” 

The National 
Taxpayers Union, a 
Craig congressional 

spending watchdog, 
demonstrated public support for thc- 
amendment with a million signed petitions. 

The Concord Coalition, a notional group 
that supports balancing the budget, has 
also joined the Republicans in recent 
weeks. They brought a giant “debt clock” 
10 the Capitol to emphasize the amount of 
money taxpayers dole out in interest pay- 
ments on Uic debt. 

Democrats who oppose the measure 
have foiled in attempts to exempt Social 
Security from the amendment and force 
Republicans to spell out where cuts will be 
mode. 


Moderate Democrats are critical to the 
amendment's passage. All but one Sen- 
ate's 52 Republicans .support the measure. 

Supporters now turn their attention to 
five undecided Democrats: Kent Conrad 
and Byron Dorgan, both of North Dakota; 
Sam Niinn of Georgia; Wendell Ford of 
Kentucky; and John Breaux of Louisiana. 

All but Conrad have backed a balanced 
budget amendment in the pai>i. and sup- 
porters of thLs year’s effort .say any or all 
may vote for it again. 

Nunn said he would not support the 
measure until there is clear lon^oge limit- 
ing the cuun.s’ ability to step into budget 
matters. Craig said a compromise is in the 
works. 

Other Democrats, including President 
Clinton, argue the measure will prevent the 
government from acting in times of reces- 
sion, likely reduce dollars going to states 
for needed services and slosh entitlements 
such os Social Security and Medicare. 

Among the Idaho delegation, Republi- 
can Sen. Dirk Kempthome supports the 
meosure. And on the House side. Rep. 
Mike Crapo, R-Idoho Palls, voted for the 
amendment lost month in the House.

Neilsen 
sees rim 
property 
jackpot

TWIN FALLS - The city might 
have to ante up S4.8 million if it 
wants to buy casino mogul Croig 
Neilscn's SI90 horse po.sturc, accord- 
ing to Neilscn’s cliicf developer. 

The city is eyeing Neilscn's land 
. and other parcels for an expanded in- 
terchange to ease traffic snarls at the 
city’s gateway just south of the Snake 
River Canyon. 

But Neilscn’s property - the lost re- 
maining agricultural parcel on Blue 
Lakes Boulevard North - won’t be 
sold for anything less than market 
value, said Ken Edmunds, vice presi- 
dent in charge of development for 
Ameristor Casinos Inc. 

The Twin Falls County assessor's 
oiltce values the 1 3. 8-acre parcel at 
SI^O for tax purposes, but the market 
rate is S4 to S8 per square foot - be- 
tween S2.4 million and S4.8 million - 
Edmunds said in an interview Mon- 
day evening with The Times-News. 

“Wc’rc developing the land for 
commercial use.” he said. “Construc- 
tion will begin within the next three 
months. We’re making sales contin- 
gent on that.” 

In a closed session Monday, the 
City Council directed ofTicials to ne- 
gotiate with property owners in that 
area to see whether the city can make 
Bdeal on the land. 

Neilsen, Ameristar’s chairman and 
chief executive o(f>cc|-. owns 38,82 
acres on both sides of Blue Lakes 
Boulevard south of the eon^’on rim. 

Earlier this winter, the city voted to 
annex about 13.8 acres and zone it os 
commerciol property with, potential 
for stores, restaurants and a hotel. 
That parcel has a ]>roperty-tax assess- 
ment of $190. County Assessor Gerry 
Bowden said it should increase in val- 
ue to $3,100 when assessments are fi- 
nalized in April or May. 

“By low, we have to value land at 
its actual use," Bowden said Monday. 
“Being that it’s grazed we’re locked 
into an agricultural value." 

The valuation is increasing slightly 
to reflect the recent land split op- 
proved by the city. “If they subdivide 
it or split it up into individual parcels, 
we’ll take a look at it," Bowden said. 

Council members, meanwhile, still 
do not know how they wont to allevi- 
ate pressing trofric conditions along 
Blue Lakes North.

1970s 
its numbers were dropping so fast 
that French authorities cracked 
down on trapping and restricted 
sales in rcstanrants. 

But ortolan trapping and eating 
have continued in rural areas; the 
birds, y/hich weigh no more than a 
few ounces and are a couple of^ 
inches long, sell in restaurants in ^ 
France for about $50 each. ;

WASHINGTON — The administration has taken its fight to sas-c the school 
lunch program to the nation’s farmers, arguing that government food purchas- 
es support farm prices while feeding youngsters. 

Talking to pear growers in Rohnert Park. Calif., acting Secretary of 
Agriculture Richard Rominger said that turning school lunches ovct to states 
— as a House committee has voted to do — would end federal purchases of 
fruit. 

“Under the indi\’idual programs they would set up. states mi^t make 'much 
smaller purchases — dr none at alt.” Rominger told the group Friday. . 

The speech highlighted on important .second function of a program that pro- 
vides meals to more than 25 million children daily. The program also subsi- 
dizes farmers by using excess beef. pork, fruits and other foods. 

Doctors fight mice tumors with herpes 

WASHINGTON — In a laboratory experiment on mice, researchers' 
have shown that a genetically altered herpes virus is able to knock out 
brain cancer cells without affecting healthy cells. 

The experiment raises the possibiFity of eventually treating one of the . 
most lethal pf human cancers, malignant glioma, by injecting patients 
with mutations ofthe herpes simplex vip^, said Dr. C. Yancey .Gillespie 
of the school of medicine at the University of Alabama at Birmingham, 

"Herpes is normally a dangerous virus in the brain," Gillespie said 
Monday, But altering the genes ofthe vims, he said, causes it to pose no 
threat to normal brain cells. 

Gillespie said the studies showed that the altered virus will attock only 
cells in the brain that arc dividing or growing. 

Rep calls for counsel bn Brown’s finances 

WASHINGTON — A House committee chairman contended Monday 
there is "ample evidence to Justify" appointment of an independent coun- 
sel to investigate Commerce Secretary Ron Brown’s private .finances. 

Rep. William F. Clingcr. R-Pa., head of the House Committee on 
Government Reform and Oversight, has for a year been investigating the 
financial links between Brown and his former partner Nolanda Hill, a 
Washington businesswoman. 

The committee’s probe "seems to indicate that Secretary Brown may 
have violated federal laws in several instances." Clingcr told a news con- 
ference. "There is ample evidence to Justify, indeed to compel, the 
appoimmem of an independent counsel." 

Clinton warns child-support evaders 

WASHINGTON — President Clinton ordered a crackdown Monday on 
federal workers who dodge their child support obligations, warning the dead- 
beats. "Wc will find you. We will catch you, Wc will make you pay." 

The executive order he signci^ will niakc the federal government "a model 
employer in the area of child-support enforcement," Clinton pledged. 

His administration estimates that 105,000 federal workers, including 74,000 
I in military jobs, arc avoiding child support or efforts to establish their paterni- 
ty- 

Weld says he won’t run for president 

BOSTON — Gov. William F. Weld has decided not to seek the 1996 
Republican presidential nomination. 

For weeks. Weld had been playing coy about the presidential race. He 
insisted he wasn't giving it serious thought, but said three factors would 
influence his decision: his family, finances and the Republican field. 

Weld decided not to rOn. spokeswoman Virginia Buckingham said 
Monday. 

Weld recently indicated he would be interested in running for vice 
president if teamed with Dole. 

Gingrich won’t endorse ’96 candidate 

ATLANTA — House Speaker Newt Gingrich said Monday he will not 
endorse a candidate in the race for the 1996 GOP presidential nomination 
because he probably will chair the Republican National Convention next 
year. 

Gingrich went against the precedent of his fellow Republicans in 
Georgia’s congressional delegation, all of whom endorsed Sen. Phil 
Gramm.

Supreme Court will decide whether 
federal law prolecis ron-U.S. citi- 
zens from discrimination in private 
contracts.

Patton brings forces into position 
to cut off German army at IHer

On Feb. 27. 1945, American units of 
LL Gen. George Patton’s Third Army 
entered Biiburg, Gamany. . 

The Third Army had pushed more 
than 20 miles beyond the West Wall 
fortifications and needed only to push 
the rest of the way across the Eiffel 
area to reach the Rhine River. 

Farther south, Maj. Gen. Walton 
Walker’s. XX Corps was moving 
toward the ancient city of Trier. But the 
XX Corps was already overextended, 
with a front of more than 30 miles. The 
26th and 95th Infantry Divisions held, 
nine miles on one side, the 3rd Cavalry 
Group held that much in the center and 
the inexperienced 94th Infantry 
Division held 12 miles on the other 
side. 

The XX Coips was not in a unusual 
situation. Even before the Battle of the 
Bulge, it had becomc clear to the 
American high command that the 
Army had not planned on fielding 
enough divisions. 

The U.S. had about 80 divisions, 
which barely outnumbered the 70 of 
the Gcmuins against them. The cffcc- 
live strength was more favorable to the 
U.S. because German divisions were 
much under strength. 

Yet American units were also suf- 
fering shortages in combat soldiers. 
Efforts were being made to comb 
out surplus manpower from the rear 
areas, and training had been cut ftom 
17 weeks to 15 weeks to get men to 
the front faster. But replacements 
were still less than casualties and 
there were no more new divisions 
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available for deployment. 

The 94th Infontiy Division led the 
attack toward Trier in mid-January and 
its steady performance did much to dis- 
pel doubts about the division's capabil- 
ities. The Germans had thrown their 
lllh Panzer Division at th&94th in a 
counterattack, but the Ammeons held 
most of their ground and stopped the 
enemy advance. 

Unlike most infantry divisions, the 
94th did not have on independent tank 
battalion attached and needed armor 
support if it was to resume the offen- 
sive. In-early February that support 
came from CCA of the 8lfi Armored 
Division, but that unit was replaced in 
mid-month by the 778th Tank 
Battalion. ^ 

But Patton wanted more strong for 
the attack. The 1 0th Armored Division 
was the XX Corps’ reserve and could 
only be used with the permission of (he 
Supreme Allied Commander. Gen. 
Dwight Eisenhower. Patton persuaded 
Eisenhower to let the lOth Armored be 
the exploifation force if the 94th 
Infantry could open a hole. The 94th 
Infantry attacked on Feb. 19 and bmke 
the German line. The lOlh Armored 


rolled through the hole the next day 
toward Trier. On the night of Feb. 22, 
bridgeheads were pushed across the 
Saar River. 

, The 5th Ranger Battalion was then 
sent through the 94th ’Division’s 
bridgehead to hold a key roadblock' 
against German reinforcements. The 
Rangers suffered heavy attacks, but 
held their positions until tlw spearhead 
of the 1 0th Armored reached them. But 
then a hiddep enemy Tiger tank and 
other antitank weapons opened up <m 
the leading elements of the lOtn 
Armored. S^vral American tanks wen 
destroyed before the Rangers were able 
to drive off the Gennans. 

Trier was now only 1 1 miles away. 
Patton asked to keep the lOth Aimorcd 
another 48 hours, complaining, "It 
always mode me to have to for 
opportunities to win battles." Two days 
did not prove enough time to reach 
Trier, but Patton persuaded Lt. Gen. 
Omar Bradley, commnnding'the 12th 
Army Group, to allow the armor to sup- 
port the 94th Infanuy until Feb. 27. 

But this day passed with the lOth 
Armored still five miles from Trier. 
Patton again won Bradley’s support to 
keep the advance going. On the night 
of March I, a task force from the lOlh 
Armored’s CCA managed to find a 
way through the outer defenses and 
into the city. 

A key tmdge over the Moselle was 
seized Ixfore its demolition crew could 
blow it The rest of the division fought 
its way into Trier before morning. 
Patton was in a position to sweep 
behind the West Wall fortifications and 
cut off the defenders.

Errant gunfire, not direct conflict, 
is main risk to troops in Somalia 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
biggest threat to U.S. Marines 
landing in Somalia i.s stray gunfire 
from worring c^ns, not a direct 
armed confrontation. American 
officials say. 

And unlike the last Marine land- 
ing in Somolio. the military objec- 
tive is plain and rclotivciy simple: 
Cover the U.N. troops' final retreat 
and then leave. 

This time there will be no slick- 
ing around Mogadishu to mix it up 
with the armed clans of Somali 
warriors who are bottling for con- 
trol of a chaotic country. 

The Morincs arc heavily armed, 
not only with conventional 
weaponry but also unorthodox 
“nonlethar.arms such as spray 
foams that could be used in the 
event of a- disturbance that can be 
quelled without escalating into 
bloodshed. 

The Americans have trained to 
handle everything from roCk 
throwers to snipers. *- 

Closing the book on the U.S.-led 
United Nations attempt to save 
Somalia foam anarchy is not with- 


out real risks to the more than 
2.000 U.S. Marines participating in 
the wiihdrawol operation. But there 
is no expectation of combat. 

"Our part ofihc operation is rela- 
tively easy," Lt. Cmdr. Scott 
Campbell, a Pentagon spokesman, 
.said Monday. "But there’s intense 
clan fighting going on, and that’s 
our biggest risk." 

The Marines’ role is to provide 
rear-guard protection around the 
airport and seaport at Mogodishu 
ns the final 2,400 U.N. troops and 
their equipment arc taken out. 

The entire withdrawol operation 
is not expected to last more than 
one week. 

Besides the risk of stray gunfire 
or an errant mortar round, the 
Marines, to be joined by Italian 
marines, could see trouble if some 
of the Somalia clansmen decide to 
make a grab for some of the mili- 
tary equipment being withdrawn. 

‘‘They would love to have some 
of that equipment," Campbell said, 
since it is more advanced and 
effective than the mostly rudimen- 
tary weopons the cions use now. 


Army band plays on after theft

WASHINGTON — The U.S. 
Army Concert Band’s top brass,

But when the 
U.N. effort wos transformed into 
an attempt to reconstruct a viable 
Somali political system, it got 
caught up in the clan warfare.

on canyon run

TWIN FALLS - Local resident David Wells 
says he has been waiting for years to build his 
dream home on the rim of Rock Creek Canyon. 

Wells bought property along the cast rim of: 
the canyon in 1989. But he di^’t pursue plans' 
to build a home there until last fall - just as city 
offidals were following through with their own 
plans to make building near the canyon rim 
more difficult. 

.y/clls applied for his building permit on Nov. 
22. 1 994. two daj« after a rjitywidc moratorium 
on rim development ended and a little more 
than two months before the City Council 
approved a new zoning district for rim property 
•such as Wells’. 

Tonight, he is a.sking the city planning and 
zoning commis.sion to allow him to build his 
’ new home as close as 50 feet to the rim. 

Hearings before the planning commission 
begin at 7 p.m. at City Hall. Wells’ request is 
scheduled to be the last of eight the commission 
will consider. 

"I will be pleased if my planned home is 
expediently approved so I can bc^n construc- 
tion this spring." Wells wrote to the city. 

That home is designed to have two balconies, 
a great room, a living room, a kitchen and a 
•master bedroom on the second floor so Wells 
and his guests can view Rock Creek Canyon. 

Old and existing city law allow consmiction 
within 50 feet of Rock Creek Canyon with city 
planners’ approval of a geological report show- 
ing the site to be safe for building.

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House OKs ‘representation without taxation’

BOISE*- The Idaho House of 
Representatives overwhelmingly 
passed legislation Monday that 
w^id give c^ity voting rights to 
Idahoans who live outside of city 
limits - but inside a city’s impact 
area. 

House Bill 199, which is spon- 
sored by state Rep. Jim Kcmplon, 
R-Albion, passed 49 to 21. despite 
strong objections from some law- 
makers - who claim the bill gives 
••representation without taxation" to 
.some Idahoans. 

But Kempton persuaded legisla- 
tors that anyone living within a 
city's impact area - anyone that can 
have their property governed by a 
city's zoning powers - should be 
able, to vote on city leaders, and 
cvcfi run for office. House Bill 199 
would prevent those people from 
voting on bond issues - or taxing 
matters, however. - 

"This is not an issue of me or this 


bill vs. mayors or different cities in 
the statcxif Idaho," Kempton said. 

Representative government, he 
said, requires that those who arc 
being governed have a voice in that 
government. If planning and zoning 
boards - and ultimately city coun- 
cils - arc passing regulations which 
govern land outside the city limits 
dicn those landholders who live on 
the edge of town should have a 
vote, he added. 

State Rep. Tim Ridipger, R- 
Shoshone, disagreed. He warned that 
cities will simply annex people within 
their impact area - instead of giving 
them a tax-free vote. “Giving citizens 
the right to vote in city elections won't 
help them, but it will hurt them in the 
long run," he said. 

"This legislation would create a 
dual level of citizenship." state Rep. 
Charles Cuddy, D-Orofino. warned. 

But Robert Schaefer, R-Nampa. 
said Kempion’s proposal would be 
a big improvement over the status 
quo. "This may not be the answer, 
but it is on answer, and it’s a heck 


of a lot better than no answer at 
all." 

Schafer said there arc as. many 
residents in Nampa's impact area as 
there arc in the city itself. But non- 
residents are only given two of nine 
scats on the city's planning and 
zoning board. 

And the City Council - which 
has the final say - is comprised 
entirely of Nampa city residents. 

State Rep, Mark Stubbs, R-Twin 
Falls, said he has heard from one 
local city councilman who claims 
HB 199 will be positive. “He said 
he wouJd do anything to get the 
people who arc in the area of 
impact more involved in govern- 
ment and thinks this would do it," 
Stubbs added. 

Wayne Meyer, R-Rathdrum, has 
property near two cities - both of 
which would like to exert control 
over the land. “This is just an 
avenue to tell those city folks, ‘If 
you’re going to put us in an impact 
area, by golly, I wont to have a 
vote.’" .

And that 
leaves the kind of education a student 
is getting unclear. 

"I don’t think you can know," he 
said.

PAUL - A chase and some bad 
luck led to'thc arrest of Three 
men. two of whom have been 
charged with burglarizing their 
pursuer’s home. 

Brad Rogers, 37, of Paul, 
chased three men traveling in a 
van traveling at least 80>'mph, 
until their vehicle pooped out 
about five miles from his home. 

The .^asc began at Rogers' 
Paul home when his family spot* 
ted a van speeding away from 
their house as they returned 
home from church Sunday about 
4 p.m. 

Debbie Rogers, Brad's wife,' 
was driving in a car ahead of her 
husband. She saw the van headed 
down’ the lane toward her and 
pulled to the side as it sped past 
her. She Hashed her car lights ut 
her husband, who stopped in the 
middle of the road. 

"They slowed down and 
whipped around me." said Rogers, 
who turned his pickup around and 
started following the van. 

The van eluded Rogers only 
momentarily when it sailed 
through a blind intersection, nar- 
rowly missing another vehicle, 
Rogers said. The van turned onto. 
850 West, a gravel road, and 
Rogers was able to follow its 
dust from about a quarter mile 
behind. He turned a corner to 
find it grinding its gears on the 
side of the road. 

"I was just planning on follow- 


ing them."”Rogcrs said from his 
home Monday, but instead got 
out of his vehicle and found him- 
self face-to-fuce with the sus- 
pected thieves. 

"They opened up the van and 
started handing me my stuff." said 
Rogers, who later learned that 
SI,S4I in cash and merchandise 
had been stolen from his house. 

"! didn’t know what to do," 
Rogers said. A motorcyclist hap- 
pened by, then drove to a phone 
and called police. The police 
showed up within minutes, 
Rogers said. 

One suspect,. Trango Deforest 
Padilla, 21, of Rupert, fled and 
^asn'l arrested until Monday 
morning, 

But the other two, Robert 
Henry Wclicvcr, 25, of Heybum, 
and Fred Villureul. 20, of Rupert, 
began pleading their case, Rogers 
said. One said he couldn’t get a 
Job. and the ^i^rsaid ho was 
caught in the wrong’^lacc at the 
wrong time, Rogers said. 

"They were really shook up, at 
least the driver was." said 
Rogers, identifying the driver as 
Weliever. 

Wclicvcr and Villareal were 
arraigned Monday. Both have 
been charged with two count.s of 
burglary and two counts of grand 
theft, according to criminal com- 
plaints filed by Minidoka County 
Prosecuting Attorney Gara 
Newman. 

Charges against the two include 
the thefts of SHOO worth of guns 
and a safe from the home of Pat 


Merrigan, who lives about five 
miles north of the Rogers, accord- 
ing to the criminal complaints. 

Padilla was arrested just before 
9 a.m.. Monday when a neighbor, 
who had received Padilla's 
dc6cription»from law enforce- 
ment. spotted him walking down 
the road northwest of Rupert, 
according lo-^inidoka County 
Sheriff Paul Fries'.' 

. Mini-Cassia Search and Rescue, 
Minidoka County sheriffs offi- 
cers, Rupert police and county 
reserve officers searched for 
Padilla Sunday night, Fries said. 

Officers are chucking to see if 
the burglaries are'linkcd to others 
in the county. Fries said. He 
know.s of at least two other bur- 
glaries that have occurred within 
the lost two wecEs. 

In Wclicvcr’s voluntary state- 
ment, he wrote that they h^ad 
entered the Merrigan house about 
3;30 p.m, by breaking the window 
in the back door. At the Rogers' 
house, they entered through an 
unlocked door, he wrote. 

Villareal wrote that the three 
men had stayed the night at 
Welicvcr's grandmother's house 
in Paul Saturday and that 
Wclicvcr suggested hitting the 
houses. 

Villareal told Minidoka County 
sheriffs Cpt. Randall White that 
he had stayed in the van to watch 
for cars, according to an affidavit 
written by White. 

Fifth District Magistrate Judge 
Larry Duff set bail for both men 
at $40,000.

Other Idaho locales where purchases 
were recommended include Turghee 
National Forest, along the Lower 
Salmon River and at the .Sands Elk 
Range in souihcasicm Idaho. 

"At City of Rocks, acquisition would 
limit grazing damage and help ensure 
that recreational activities like rock 
climbing arc available." said Craig 
Gehrkc, The Wilderness Society’s 
Inter-Mountain Regional Director. , 
"Idaho is one of^ kind, and purchas- 
es like these an: cs.scntial if we’re going 
to keep it that way." 

The document proposes 1996 acqui- 
sitions in 45 stales. Puerto Rico and the 
U.S. Virgin Islands.

Television stations want 
part of legal ad market 


BOISE (AP) — Opponents of a 
bill to allou'- legal notices to be 
carried on television raised the 
possibility that they would be run 
at 3 u.m. when nobody is watch- 
ing. 

But spokesmen for the industry 
say they can usc'“cxposurc pack- 
ages" to make sure the maximum 
niimbor of people see the ads. 

The House State Affairs 
Committee will continue work 
today OR legislation prepared by 
Rep. Paul Kjeltandcr. R-Boise. to 
allow television and cable televi- 
sion systems to carry legal 
notices. 

At a Monday hearing, a news- 
paper lobbyist urged defeat of the 
proposal. 

“It is not a very good idea.” 
said Phil Barber, representing* (he 
Idaho Allied Daily Newspapers 
Associotion. 

Since 1 963. legal notices can be 
printed in newspapers or broad- 
cast on radio stations. Kjclland- 
cr's bill includes television ond 
cable television. 

Kjellondcr said using modern 
technology will allow govern- 
mental agencies to get informa- 
tion to people more efficiently 
and move Idaho into the “infer- 
maiion highway.” 


Cable television lobbyist Ron 
Williams said “exposure pack- 
ages'* can be created to reach as 
many people as possible. He said 
running ads at J a.m. would no 
more meet legal requiremciUs 
than picking an obscure slate 
weekly lo run an important legal 
notice. 

Barber said legal notices print- 
ed in newspapers, the traditional 
way of making information pub- 
lic, has “persistence and dura- 
tion." but telecast notices would 
be gone the second (he broadcast 
ended. 

He said newspapers are lightly 
regulated on how legal notices 
must be run, and the rates arc set 
by law. 

Even though' legal notices have 
been authorized for radio stations 
since 1963. they are almost never 
broadcast because of the cost, he 
said. 

"Bring Idaho into the 20th cen- 
tury.*' said Larry Chase, general 
manager of television station 
KIVl of Nampa. He represented 
the Idaho Slate Broadcasters 
Association. 

“Whot it will represent is new 
efficiency in the dollars public 
agencies will be spending,” he 
said.

When chUdren drop out, 
who is really to blame?^ 


Parents who blame the Jerome 
School District for their children 
dropping out should look home- 
y/nrd. When a teen-ager’s academic 
career' fizzles, blaming the school 
is the easy answer - easy, but prob- 
ably wrong. 

This month, the Jerome School 
Board heard from parents who 
were angry about the district’s pur- 
portedly high dropout rate. The 
parents said administrators had 
failed to encourage kids to stay in 
school - or even encouraged them 
to leave. 

The fuse igniting those parents 
was a recent report, in which 
Jerome's dropout rate led the state. 
District officials dispute the report; 
they say Jerome’s actual perfor- 
mance is much better. 

Jerome has some persuasive de- 
fenders. One is Karen Fraley, who 
heads Idaho’s school-to-work pro- 
gram. She calls the Jerome district 
"the most proactive in the valley” in 
helping problem students^^graduate. 

We don’t know exactly what 
goes on inside Jerome’s schools, 
but we’ll hazard an oversimplified 
guess: Students who arrive at 
school with high self-esteem, a 
good work ethic and solid goals do 
well. Tho.se who lack those tools 
do less well. 

Certainly, teachers and other 
school personnel have an impact 
on youngsters. They motivate, dis- 


cipline, counsel and encourage. 
How well they do their jobs can 
help or hurt. 

But a school’s influence i.s limit- 
ed. Kids spend more time outside 
school than in it. Their values are 
shaped more by family and home 
environment than by anything a 
school can do. 

And don’t forget the youngsters’ 
own responsibility. Teen-agers 
make their own choices. Some- 
times. despite the best efforts of 
teachers and parents, they choose 
badly. 

One complaint raised against 
Jerome educators was’that they en- 
couraged some students to pursue 
their educations elsewhere. But in 
some cases, when youngsters 
plainly aren’t succeeding in the tra- 
ditional school environment, such 
advice may be precisely correct. 

By the time children arc 1 4 or 15 
years old, their character and habits 
arc well-established. If a child is 
floundering, teachers and coun- 
selors can’t pffer much more than 
damage control. 

In light of the recent complaints. 
Jerome school officials certainly 
should review how they handle so- 
called "at-risk” students. But par- 
ents - from parents of dropouts on 
down to the moms and dads of 
brand-new babies > should think 
hard about their own influence on 
their children’s success.

Ailirmativc action is a ticking time bomb in 
the 1 election. Unless political parties and 
candidates handle it deflly. it will explode in 
their faces and cost them votes. 

Republicans who arc tempted to cut back on 
preferential ircatmcni for minorities and women 
risk being lanvd as racists and sexists and losing 
the suppun of groups who have come to expect 
its benefits. 

Democrats who defend what has become bit- 
terly resented reverse discrimination could lose 
even more white male votes than they did in 
1 994. 

Yet the issue won’t go quietly away. An ini- 
(iativc expected to be on the ballot in California 
- cither in the 1 996 Match prin^ or the 
November genera) election - will force politi- 
cians to lake a .stand and nuy play a crilicol role 
in whether lliai state goes Dmocratic or Repub- 
lican next year. 

The California initiative says that ••Neither the 
State of California nor any of its political subdi- 
visions or agents shall use race, sex, color, eth- 
nicity or national origin as a criterion for either 
discriminating against, or granting preferential 
treatment to. any individual or group in the oper- 
ation of the state's system of public employ- 
ment. public education or public contracting.” 

Tlie most obvious and immediate change 
would be admission policies for the vast Califor- 
nia public university ond college systems. Now. 
to moinuin diversity > and under pressures from 
state legislators - the best of these schools turn 
down large numbers of white and Asian appli- 
cants to admit blocks, Hispanics and other mi- 
norities with lower standard qualidcalions. 

The current climate of political cotrccincss 
has made it diflicull to have a useful national de- 
bate on anirmotive action. But honest onswers to 
questions like these should moke it clear how in- 
supportable this well-intentioned policy is: Is af- 
finnativc action constitutional? •< 

The equal proicaion provision of the 1 4th 
Amcndmcrii seems to rule out discriminatory 
treatment by any state - u fact that has forced 
Supromc Court justices into convoluted juslifica- 
lions of decisions that hnvc iqihcld some forms 
of afTirmulivc action. The justices who are now 



on the high court may rule difTcrenlly on two _ 
key cases they arc now considering. 

Is it fair? 

Or docs it just substitute new fomts of dis- 
crimination for old ones? Should current genera- 
tions be forced to pay for the sins of older gener- 
ations? Can group classifications ever be fair to 
individuals? Is the daughter, for example, of a 
successful black doctor more disadvantaged than 
the son of a poor, white, single mother - and 
therefore eniiilcd to preferential ircatmcm in col- 
lege admissions? 

How many groups .should be eligible for affir- 
mative action? 

If there is any case for nfrirmaiivc action, it is 
to make up for the sins this nation undeniably 
committed against blacks and Native Americans. 
But why should Hispanics and other recent im- 
migranu to the United States - many of them or 
their families here illegally - be entitled to pref- 
erential treatment over whites just because they 
arc minorities? Blacks, in particular, resent im- 
migrants being counted toward affirmative ac- 
tion goals. 

Arc wc there yet? 

Affirmative action was promoted to the nation 
as a temporary hand up. a short-term unfairness 
to whites and males as a way to achieve perma- 
nent equality in a diverse society. In many re- 
spects it has succeeded. But the costs have been 
high. Resentments arc festering among those 
who have been unfairly pushed aside. And it 
may be time to move on to other forms of help 
for die disadvantaged, whatever their race or eth- 
nicity. 

Is preferential treatment of groups by race, 
ethnicity or sex the best policy for the United 
States? 

Affirmative action emphasizes and fosters 
things that divide us. not what should be making 
us one united nation. Diversity should be wel- 


comed and cherished, of course. But making it 
the basis of privilege and preferential treatment 
is turning us into a country of groups competing 
against each other with claims of disadvantage 
Olid victim stanis. 

Our long-term goal should be to moke race for 
less important in our national life - to become, in 
reality, one people, not a collection of squab- 
bling minorities, 

affirmative action undermine individual 

merit? 

This nation is supposed to reward individual 
effon and achievement, to offer young people a 
fair shot at achievement and success bo^ on 
merit, regardless of ancestry. That should still be 
the goal, however much wc have fallen short in 
the post. To counter past discrimination with 
new and difTerem bios builds new resentments 
and takes away from the achievements of mi- 
norities who have earned their successes on abil- 
ity and hard work alone. 

Is race a logical way to determine rights and 
privileges? 

Race is a superficial characteristic and a 
flawed way to determine differences among peo- 
ple. scientists reported this week at the annual 
meeting of the American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science. Genes that separate the 
races don't influence intelligence or personality, 
they emphasized. Besides, a growing percentage 
of Americans are acmally of mixed race, making 
racial divisions even harder to support. 

Are there better ways to help disadvantaged 
young people succeed? 

Early learning programs, efforts to strengthen 
troubl^ families, intensive help in elementary 
school, mentoring and enhanced opportunities in 
high school can help more students qualify for 
college on their own merit. So con expanding 
admissions and hiring criteria to include divmi- 
ty. special skills, motivation and success in 6ve^ 
coming obstacles, along with standardized test 
scores.

Falls plan can’t, won’t happen 

Auger Falls will never be used for hydro - 
I'd bet a new hat on it. All of the letters to the 
editor speak to aesthetic problems, bul they've 
got bigger problems than that. The biggest is 
that it just isn't economically feasible. 

There has been about three attempts to make 
a run for it, and they hurry to get it sold to 
someone else who doesn't know the facts, 

The big problem is lack of water. The dis- 
charge from the Pristine fish hatchery has al- 
ways discharged to the river at a point above 
Auger Falls, ’hiat’s the total flow of Alpheus 
Creek which is fhc stream formed by the 
springs at Blue Lakes. But now Pristine has the 
pemiits from Water Rcsounxs and the approval 
from the Department of Environmental Cjuality 
to do this. It will lake the water on the north 
side of the river, build a wetland, and rc-usc the 
water. 

At the recommendation pf-ihe Mid-Snake 
Study Group made up of three members from 
the counties of Twin Falls. Jerome. Gooding 
and Lincoln a.sked the Water Resources Board 


to pul a moratorium on any further hydro until 
more is known about the effect of impound- 
ment on water quaility. That's why you hear no 
more about Kanaka or the plant at Niagara 
(south of Wendell). 

With the loss of the water from Blue Lakes, 
that’s 200 cubic feet per second steady - I had 
on engineer figure it - you arc talking 2 million 
u year. The only water left is river run. They 
could count on the 3.000 cfs from Milner they 
release for minimum flow and what water 
would come in from waste water, but worse 
yet, they have to Id a minimum flow of 7,000 
go by and very seldom is there that kind of flow 
there. How will they pay for their plant? 

They should talk to Simplot about his plant at 
Magic. Five years and no water because of the 
drought. He can afford it there, most others 
can't. Yes. they would have water on a year 
like this, but how often docs that happen? There 
ore five dams upstream from Auger Falls, and 
they arc sure going to use their storage rights. 

If anyone doubts what I'm saying, all 1 can 
suy is it has been in the last few days that I 
checked with Idaho Water Resources and DEQ. 
I served for Gooding County on the Snake Riv- 
er Study Group.

The failure'bf Barings jolted Asian financial 
markets, sent the British pound tumblitig 
against other currencies, contributed to a stiff 
taie-afterooon fall in U.S. stock prices and sent 
rumors flying that the bank's losses could 
grow as the details of the fiasco emerge. 

Still, most big stock exchanges weathered 
the fear. 

"The repercussions have been really very 
modest." Bank of England Governor Eddie 
George told a news conference after the 
London Slock E.xchangc closed with a loss of 
less than half a percentage point in its key 
biiromutcr, the Financial Times-Siock 


Exchangb 100-sharc index. 

Barings' failure was blamed on Nick 
Lccson, a Briton who worked for Barings in 
Singt^wre and accumulated S7 billion wo^ of 
risky investments known as stock-index 
futures contracts, linked to the performance of 
Japan's stock market

main market barometer in Japan, would riSc. It

Ultra-Orthodox protest Jaffa construction 

TEL AVIV. Israel — About 2,000 ulira-Orthodox demonstrators 
threw rock.H and bottles at police Monday to protest construciiorvof a 
parking lot and housing complex on what they claimed was un ancient 
Jewish burial ground. 

The demonstrators .shouted “Thieves! Nazis!’’ ut construction work- 
ers clearing the site in the Jaffa quarter of Tcl Aviv. The workers were 
surrounded by a protective force of several hundred police, some on 
horses, 

Thirty demonstraitors were arrested and 10 policemen wdre .slightly 
wounded, including one who was hospitalized after his hand was bit- 
ten. said regional police chief Yoram Rudman. 

Some of the demonstrators said they were bussed in from Jerusalem 
by religious organizations. Such demonstrations, frequent in the 
Jerusalem area that is a major ultra-Orthodox center, arc rare in Tel 
Aviv. 

Bangladesh stampede for clothes kills 6 

DHAKA. Bangladesh — Thousands of .shantytown residents stam- 
peded Monday in a scramble for free clothes, killing five children and 
a woman. Twenty people were injured. 

More than 20,000 people, mostly women and children, crowded out- 
side u .school after they heard that a charily organization was going to 
distribute clothes. But when nothing happened, the impatient crowd 
broke through the school gates and cuu.scd a stampede. 

Rich Muslims and charity organizations often distribute clothes to 
poor people just before the end of Ramadan, the month of Islamic fast- 
ing. But no major group in Dhaka had announced Monday’s event, and 
police .said they were not sure how the rumor about the clothes distrib- 
ution spread, 

World’s largest opal fetches $300,000 

HONG KONG — The world’s largest opal, a fist-sized stone from 
.-Vustnilia called "Halley’s Comet," was bought for $300,000 at an auc- 
tion Monday. 

The anonymous buyer placed the bid by telephone. The price was 
lower than the S I million hoped for by Sydney-based Pickles Auctions. 

Halley's Comet, a black opal with a blue and green streak, was 
found in .1985 in the New South Wales mining town of Lightning 
Ridge. It weighs .1,982.5 carats, or 13.8 ounces. 

27 die In Pakistani coal mine explosion 

QUETTA. Pakistan — Twenty-seven men were killed when 
methane gas exploded deep in a coal mine, officials said Monday. 

llie Sunday night blast took place more than 2,500 feet underground 
at the Gilani Coal Mine, located 25 miles cast of the southwestern city 
of Quetta. 

Rescue workers recovered 18 bodies, and nine other miners were 
presumed dead, said Mian Abbas, chief inspector for coal mines. 

.Any workers not crushed by falling debris would have been killed by 
poisonous gas emitted from the burning coal, be said. 

The explosion was one of Pakistan’s deadliest coal mine disasters in 
recent years.

Doctors say McCellan 
will probably survive 


LONDON (AP) - As Gerald 
McClellan’s chances of survival 
improved Monday, British boxing 
oHlcials dismissed appeals Ter the 
sport to be banned and called for a 
world body to supervise safety in 
boxing. 

McClellan remained in critical but 
stable condition on a life support 
machine at Royal London Hospital, 
where he had a large blood clot 
removed from his brain nAer being 
stopped by Nigel Bonn in a WBC 
super-middleweight title fight 
Saturday night. 

John SutclifTc, the neurosurgeon 
who performed the operation early 
Sunday, said “his chance of survival 
improves with every hour that pass- 
es." 

"We think hc'will now survive," 
Sutcliffe said. “Hopefully wc will 
get him through it — and at the end 
of the day get him through it in 
good condition." 

The surgeon said it was too early 
lo determine whether McClellan 
would suficr long-term brain dam- 
age or disabilities but that his box- 
ing career was over. 

Members of McLcllan’s family 
— mother Stacey McClellan, girl- 
friend Angela Brown, aunt Linda 
Shorter and sister Stacey Caien — 
visited the boxer’s bedside Monday 
after flying in from the United 
Slates. 

“He is in very capable hands and I 
am cautiously optimistic he will be 
all right," said promoter Don IGng, 
who spent an hour with the family at 


.the hospital. 

McClellan, of Freeport, III., col- 
lapsed in his corner after being 
counted out in the 10th round of 
what was widely described by the 
British media as the most brutal 
fight ever seen in the country. 

The tragedy triggered fresh 
demands for boxing to be banned, a 
campaign that has been led for years 
by the British Medical Association. 

' But the British boxing community 
called a news conference Monday to 
defend the sport and it’s safety pro- 
cedures. 

“You'll never silence the critics,’’, 
said John Morris, general secretary 
of (he British Boxing Board of 
Control. “I think the sport has to go 
on the front foot ... I just want box- 
ing to be treated as another risk 
sport." 

King said "If you followed those 
people who say if one bad thing 
happens in a sport you ban it, then 
wc wouldn’t have any sport at all." 

Morris and-, fight promoter Frank 
Warren said the sport had improved 
its medical safeguards, noting that 
an anaesthetist,' four doctors, two 
sets of paramedics and two ambu- 
lances were on site for Saturday's 
fight at the London Arena. The 
immediate treatment McClellan 
received was credited with saving 
his life. 

•"What happened Saturday night 
and the measures wc had at ringsjdc 
is probably the best you'could get 
other than having an operating the- 
ater at ringside," Warren said.

New airport greets first plane as cargo flight makes landing *” ^*^*~

DLNVi-K - - The huge new Den- 
ver Inteniatioiuil Airport recorded its 
first cominerciul landing Monday 
morning, a ycar-and-a-half late for a 
project that wound up costing S4.9 
billion. 

Not before one llmil hitch. 

A l•■cde^Iil lixpress plane landed 
about I a.m. on a ilighl from Mem* 
phis, An earlier I'cd lix night that 
was supposed to have been the first 
paying customer had to. be canceled 
because no air traffic controllers 
were available. 

The arrival of the cargo Ilighl 
came hours before today's ilnnl ;tush 
to move thousands of piece.s of es- 
sential cctuipmeni from the old Sta- 
pleton International Airport to DIA 
in time for the scheduled opening 
for passenger llighis Tuesday. 

Monday’s air-and-ground parade 
involved airplanes, 4,500 slow-mov- 
ing tugs, carts and nimp equipment, 
nearly 1,000 moving vims and 500 
Hatbcd trucks, said Jim Dunlap, 
deputy Denver aviation director. 

Mayor Wellington Webb was on 
hand to welcome the plane. "You’ve 
made history." Webb told the crew, 

Although cargo planes have land- 
eil at DIA before, tlie Fed I-xJet was 
the first to pay landing fees. 

Monday also saw the first' class- 
action lawsuit fifed in connection 
will) the airport. The 44-pnge suit, 
filed during the morning in U.S. 
District Court in Denver, accused 
city iifficials of providing ''miitcrial- 
ly misleading" information to the 
purchasers of millions of dollars 
worth of DIA bonds, 

■file information showed the air- 
port would open on time when ofll- 
cials knew it would not because of 
construction and baggage system de- 
lay's. the lawsuit said. As u result, the 
market “significanly overvalued" the 
bonds, according to the lawsuit. 

Tlie airport was first proposed in 
1985 by then-Mayor Federico Pena, 
wlio went to become U.S, truns- 
ponalion secretary. Groundbreaking 
for the first new big-city airport in 
more than two decades was in 1989. 

Four delayed openings were 
blamed on construction problems, 
including the widely publicized 
problems with a high-tech automat- 
ed baggage .system. 

The first commercial passenger 
flight is to depart DIA bound for 
Kansas City at 6 a.m. today, fol- 
lowed by the first commercial pas- 
senger arrival, from Colorado 
Springs, at 6: 1 1 a.m. 

The city, airlines and airport-relat- 
ed businesses spent much of the

U.S. airlines win Candian routes

WASHINGTON — Seventeen 
new nonstop air routes between the 
United States and Canada were 
■ awarded Monday to a dozen airlines 
in what federal officials called the 
first step toward open skies betwwn 
the nci^ibore. 

Transponation Secretary Federi- 
co Pena announced the new routes 
and said many more arc expected as 
restrictions on llighis between the 
U.S. and Canada arc phased out 
over three years. 

“This is good news for Canada 


and ... for the U.S.." .said Pena. 

Leo J. Schefer of United Stales 
Airports for Better International 
Service, predicted that passenger 
travel between the countries will 
jump from the current 13 million to 
• 19 million within a few years. 

Flight times will be cut in half 
and fares will plummet as more air- 
lines offer additional nonstop 
flights. Schefer said. 

In addition to the new routes an- 
nounced for U.S. carriers. Canadian 
airlines are' expected to expand their 
service to the United States, Pena 
.said. 


WASHINGTON — After a high- 
flying 1994, the economy will slow 
.so much this year that the Federal 
Reserve will begin lowering interest 
rates to avoid a recessionary crash, 
many top economic forecasters pre- 
dict, 

"There seems to be little doubt 
that the economy is slowing down.” 
Madreen A, Haver, president of the 
National Association of Business 
Economists, said Monday. 

•'The big question is how smooth 
the transition will be," she told re- 
poncRi in announcing results of the 
association's latest quarterly fore- 
cast survey. "Our N/^BE panel 
seems to sue a smooth landing." 

■nie conseasus of tlie 48 forecast- 
ets surveyed earlier this month calks 
ibr economic growtlt to slow from 4 
percent in 1994 — best in 10 years 
— to 2.4 percent by the end of this 
year and 2.2 percent by the end of 
1996. 

The consensus also sees the Fed 
raising short-term intcrcsi rates one 
(iiorc time early this jear because of 
.continuing strong growth, then re- 
'•versing course in the fall to avoid 
slowing the e.xpansion so much that 
it caases a rccession. 

“It .seem.s our panel has decided 
that once growth slows to below ... 
(2.5 percent), the Fed will not wail 
long to begin supplying the econo- 
my with additional liquidity," ac- 
cording to the survey summary. 
"Failure to do so might turn a 
growth rcce.ssion into the real 
thing!" 

The i'cd has gradually doubled 
short-lcrm rates to 6 percent, from 3 



percent in February 1994, in an at- 
tempt to keep inflationary ptessurcs 
from boiling over. 

The NABE forecast calls for eco- 
nomic growth of 3 percent at an an- 
nual rate in the current quarter. 
"Tlien. starling in the second quar- 
ter. the panel expects growth be- 
tween 2,15 pcfccm and 2.5 percent 
for the next six quarters.” 

While forecasting a “smooth 
landing." Haver said, "wc know 
that there’s this possibility of wind 
shear and this landing may be a bit 
bumpier ihan'wc all anticipate." 

“I think the biggest risk is the Fed 
continuing to tighten." she ex- 
plained. saying the Mexican finan- 
cial crisis and declining business in- 
vestment and consumer spending 
are other hazards. 

The forecasters believe much of 
the anticipated economic slowdown 
will be based in interest-sensitive 
sectors, such as automobile sales, 
capital spending and housing. They 
also see a sharp drop in inventory 
invesmtenl.

If a greedy reach for an over- 
trick costs a player a game, it is a 
foolish move. \^ea he tries for 
the overtrick at the possible cost 
of a small slam, it’s time to consid- 
er placing him in solitary confine- 
ment 

How would you plan the play of 
today’s small slam? 

Ihe strong bidding leaves little 
promise for Elasf to have much, so 
West chooses the passive lead of a 
trump. After taking a second 
round of triimps^ a declarer with 
eyes only for dummy's long club 
suit leads a club to dummy’s ace 
and a dub back to his jack. If the 
finesse works, he an over- 

trick. When it doesn’t West takes 
his diamond ace and the slam 
goes one dowiL South may not re- 
alize it but be was (daying for an 
overtrick instead of choosing the 
safest play for 12 tridm. 

The bat line (x 12 tricks is to 
be willing tc lose a diamond trick, 
regardless of where the club 
queen might lie. After drawing 
trumps, Smth should lead a dia- 
mond toward dummy’s king. West 
must take bis ace or lose it and 
now there is no need for a dub fi- 
nesse. South takes 12 winners via 
a crossruH after be discards a 
club on dummy’s diamond king 

What if East bdds the diamond 
ace instead of West? little would 
be lost. While the diamond play 
mi^t cost a SO-point overtri^ it 
greatly increases the chances to 
make the slam.
